Reports are coming in about a new 
scam that uses look-alike IRS forms 
and bank correspondence to dupe 
unwary individuals into disclosing 
their personal and banking informa- 
tion, With that data, the thieves are 
able to steal identities - and bank 
deposits.

"I took clarinet lessons and 
played in the band and sang in 
shows." 

After high school, Campbell 
attended, and graduated from, 
Moore College of Art where she 
majored in commercial photog- 
raphy and advertising design.

In 1988, at the age of 25, 
Campbell took the small step 
that would lead to her singing 
career.
